On the night of Apiil SS Winston 
wtnttothe humo uf his .mistresii, 
Vina Stubblefleld, a notorioMs ne^'- 
ress, liviiig in DuniU'i's alloy, ami 
llndinn her aliseiit went t.i .sleep on 
her le.l. .Slioilly al e,' nildiiulil Hie 
woman retiiriici to the house uii.l 
awoke hini by strikiog a mateli 
Winston uked her for a cigarette. 
She replied Uwt abe did uot have one 
aad ha baeaaM angarad. Tbay quar- 
relied a few ainntaa aad thaa. wUb* 
out a word of warning. Winston, in 
a manner true to his namesake, the 
devil, drew a knife and stalilied Hie 
woiiiaii in full view of I'M Morton, 
I.-'Hilole Helton iiiid n woiliiui iianieil 
Kay. Afli r slabliiii^ the woman he 
threw Ik r III. liiily licily on the li. 'l 
Itom which bu had just arisen uud 
slaaihed b4: in a dozen ditftroiit 
places, calltog arteriee with every 
blow of the knife.
